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The Parking Controversy 


An argument has developed over a pro- 


posal to increase parking meter feet in 
downtown Appleton. Aid. Schneider has 
presented the proposal to the council's pub- 
lic safety committee with the backing of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 


The proposal calls for doubling the 


parking fee from 5 to 10 cents an hour, al- 
though the parker could still use a nickel 
which would buy him a half-hour's time. 
Use of pennies, which now buy 12 minutes 
each, would be eliminated. Also, at certain 
busy corners the charge would be a nickel 
for 15 minutes; this "premium space" 
charge is used in many cities and we have 
never understood why it has not been 
adopted here. 


Parking meters were first installed in 


Appleton in April, 1949, and the charges 
for street parking have remained un- 
changed since. Yet the value of the dollar 
has been cut almost In half during those 
10 years, and the prices of many goods and 
services have been doubled or more than 
doubled. It seems to us that if the city 
adopts this proposal, it will simply be put- 
ting the price of parking back to about 
where it was in the first place, allowing for 
the change in the value of our money. 


The parking meters bring the city about 


S90.000 per year. Part of this money is used 
to pay the expenses of the parking meter 
department — the salaries of policemen 
who check the meters, the replacement and 
servicing of the meters, and similar ex- 
penses — which originally were rather 
small but which have increased to around 
$50,000 per year as inflation has affected 
this department as it has others. The re- 
mainder of the money, now running at 
about $40,000 a year, is used to purchase 
additional off-street parking areas. Thus 
none of the money paid by parkers goes 
into the city's general fund, and conversely, 
the general taxpayer is not asked to pro- 
vide money for the purchase of off-street 
parking areas. 


The argument has been presented by 


some as pitting the "little merchants" 
against the "big merchants," with the 
former opposing the change and the latter 
supporting it. This we find difficult to un- 
derstand, for it is the smaller merchants 
who actually get the most benefit from 
the parking program. The larger stores 


can afford to provide their own parting 
lots, as some have don*; the little fellow 
cannot tie up his capital in this manner, 
and thus among the merchants he is the 
chief beneficiary of a program that tries to 
reserve street parking for shoppers and 
also provide off-street parking for both 
shoppers and store employes. If solution to 
the parking problem were left strictly to 
the individual efforts of the merchants, we 
are quite sure that the available land would 
be quickly bought up by the larger firms, 
and the small merchants would be squeezed 
out. 


The crucial question facing Appleton re- 


garding parking is, how are we going to fi- 
nance the provision of more off-street 
parking? (This could involve either the 
buying of more land, or building parking 
ramps on the present lots.) More parking 
spaces are needed for several reasons: 
(1) Appleton is one of the state's fastest 
growing cities, and more population means 
more shoppers and thus more competition 
for parking space; (2) Because of the pro- 
gressiveness of its merchants, Appleton is 
drawing trade from an ever wider area, 
which adds to the pressure; (3) Expansion 
of retail business because of these two fac- 
tors means more employes in the downtown 
area; employes drive cars too; (4) As the 
city continues to grow the bulk of its popu- 
lation tends to live ever farther from down- 
town, thus there is a greater tendency to 
drive downtown rather than walk; (5) Au- 
tomobile ownership per capita continues to 
increase nationwide, which puts more and 
more parking pressure on all cities. And 
let us not forget competition from nearby 
cities: Oshkosh recently opened a half- 
million-dollar 
ramp with 282 parking 


spaces and Green Bay claims 8,000 off- 
street spaces. Appleton's never have been 
totaled. 


Thus Appleton must provide more off- 


street parking, both to provide more spaces 
overall and to replace those that will be 
lost as, inevitably, we eliminate spaces on 
our downtown streets so that they can carry 
more traffic. If the parking meters do not 
provide the money the only other source is 
the general taxpayer. Bringing the parking 
fees up to date so that the parking program 
is on a sound financial basis seems to us to 
be a sensible and necessary move at this 
time. 


Student Loan Argument 


The legislature is entangled in a totally 


unnecessary argument about how a pro- 
posed student loan program should be man- 
aged. 


Gov. Nelson's bill contemplates the cre- 


ation of a new state board, by appointment 
of the governor, that would administer the 
loan program that is proposed for the 
benefit of worthy and financially disabled 
students who want to enroll in either pub- 
lic or private schools. 


It would transfer to the new board the 


existing loan program, of somewhat more 
modest size, that has been operated for 
more than three decades through the state 
department of public welfare. Several sen- 
ate Republicans have attempted to amend 
the governor's bill to eliminate the separate 
board idea and to continue responsibility 
for the examination of applicants and the 
disbursement and collection of loans with- 
in the welfare office. 


Democratic legislators are angrily pro- 


testing the amendment, claiming there will 
be a stigma attached to the loan program 
if it is contaminated by the relief office. 
We can imagine nothing quite as cynical 
and untrue. For 25 years to our knowledge 
students who have needed money and who 
were prepared to borrow it on their per- 


sonal notes have been given assistance by 
the welfare department Have they ever 
protested the shame or humiliation that is 
involved? We have heard no such com- 
plaints. The department, moreover, has had 
a brilliant record of collecting on notes 
while maintaining a generous and humane 
policy in approving borrowers. 


There is another reason, and one re- 


lating to the practical problems of adminis- 
tration, why an existing department such as 
the welfare department ought to extend its 
resources to this student assistance pro- 
gram. Surely no one imagines that loan ap- 
plications should not be audited? The com- 
paratively modest sum asked for this fund, 
about $250,000, requires that the state will 
extend loans only to the most worthy and 
necessitous cases. How can they be identi- 
fied? Not through a new board which has 
no machinery for the purpose, quite mani- 
festly. The welfare department on the other 
hand has connections with local officials 
throughout the state. 


Gov. Nelson has done a handsome thing 


in putting his influence and prestige be* 
hind a good loan program. But his Demo- 
cratic lieutenants in the legislature are 
damaging his cause by puerile objections 
on method that cannot stand objective ex- 
amination. 


Terror Has Ended but Not the Memory 


Twenty eventful years have failed to 


dim the horror of atrocities perpetrated by 
the nazi party in Germany and countries 
overrun by Hitler's army. 


Just when it appears the final vestige 


of a terrifying era is settling in the merci* 
ful silence of time another incident, an- 
other personality of that day, comes to 
light 


One of the most recent of such incidents 


was the surrender of Dr. Werner Heyde, 
wanted on charges that he directed Hitler's 
mass' murder of mental defectives. Another 
was the sentencing of two former German 
officers for shooting to death 208 Soviet 
and Polish men, women and children. 


During the nazi period, Heyde headed 


the Third Reich's mental asylums. Un- 
counted numbers of patients in these asy- 


lums were liquidated under Hitler's pro- 
gram to improve the German race. Heyde 
escaped from allied custody in 1947 and 
since has been practicing medicine in a 
small German town. 


The shootings attributed to the two 


former German officers took place at War- 
stein, Westphalia. The murdered persons 
were considered a "potential danger to the 
German public." 


Perhaps it is not too strange that these 


incidents and people connected with them 
keep cropping up. Perhaps it is just as well, 
for certainly that period of nazi domination 
can serve as a reminder of what happens 
to a world lulled by a false sense of se- 
curity. Time, after all, -might heal the 
wounds of a black period in the world's 
history, but it can never hide the scars.

Airport Committeeman Tells 
Why He Opposes Improvements 


Editor, Post-Crescent: 


The following is in answer 


to Mr. Evan's letter of Dec. 
29, 1959, published in the 
People's Forum. First of all, 
I would like to commend Mr. 
Evans for the interest he has 
shown in the airport ques- 
tion. While it is true he was 
not able to attend some 
board meetings and commit- 
tee meetings because of the 
press of his work, he did do • 
lot of extra work not requir- 
ed of him. While I do not 
agree with his position, it is 
'only fair to give him deserv- 
ing credit. 


I would like to take issue 


with him at several points of 
his letter. First of all, on the 
question of the qualifications 
of Mr. Jordan as an expert. 
Mr. Jordan is head of a gov- 
ernment department. He is 
quite interested in expand- 
ing the function of that de- 
partment. He has been ac- 
cused by responsible people 
of trying to promote as many 
airports in the state as he 
can. Top officials of North 
Central Airlines, State Sen. 
William Draheim of Neenah 
and others have accused him 
of "empire building." 


Just take one point made 


by Mr. Jordan. In answer to 
the question "Do we have to 
purchase any air rights?" 
The answer of Mr. Jordan 
was, "No, for the reason that 
the area was previously zon- 
ed." I take issue with this 
answer. First of all, the zon- 
ing ordinance was not legal- 
ly enacted by the county 
board for the reason that no 
public hearing was held 
prior to the adoption of the 
ordinance as required by 
state statutes. This is a fatal 
defect and the alleged ordi- 
nance is in fact, a nullity. 
Even had it been properly 
passed, there is a serious 
question as to the constitu- 
tionality of such an ordi- 
nance. There are now ap- 
proximately 20 obstructions 
in violation of the zoning 
ordinance, yet the county 
corporation counsel, has not 
seen fit to take action under 
the zoning ordinance. Why? 


At another point, he (Mr. 


Evans) quoted from a state- 
ment made by Mr. Knoepfle 
of the F. A. A. (Federal Avi- 


ation Authority), at the citi- 
zen's meeting called by Mr. 
Gordon Bubolz. Those pres- 
ent at the meeting, as I was, 
will remember 
that Mr. 


Knoepfle religiously refrain- 
ed from making any recom- 
mendations as to moving the 
airport, stating that this was 
out of his function and a 
local matter. 


As a further point in the 


letter, he refers to the firm 
of Foth and Porath of Green 
Bay, 
consulting engineers, 


quoting them as saying, 
"that with certain major 
changes, the present airport 
would be fine." 


Here, I wish to quote from 


a letter dated Nov. 23, 1959, 
by Mr. A. D. Niemeyer,-vice 
president-flight operations of 
North Central Airlines, "If 
the present airport, which is 
thoroughly inadequate for 
insuring reliable 
service, 


cannot be expanded to pro- 
vide at least one runway 


with an effective length of 
5,000 feet and a cross runway 
with an effective length of 
4,000 feet, then the additional 
expenditure of money at the 
present site is not justified. 
This airport would also have 
to provide approaches of 50 
to 1 or better with the proper 
zoning ordinances to protect 
them." (Our present airport 
provides 40 to I approaches 
and now being as the so- 
called zoning ordinance has 
not been enforced, it has 
been recommended that 1,- 
000 feet at the west end of 
the existing runway be aban- 
doned.) 


Mr. Niemeyer made an- 


other very important point 
and, quite emphat i c a 11 y 
stated that, "the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board has never re- 
quired an airline to maintain 
schedules with the smaller 
equipment in order to serve 
all of the stops on a given 
route.

He dragged 
the smashed body of a young 
woman out of the terrible heat 
and then sought to render aid, 
jut she was dead.

—Mary McMahon. She was 
Corcoran's fiancee. Corcoran, 
who lived to the age of 74 
pears, never married. 


Jump fo Death 


An actor, appearing in a 


Milwaukee play that week, 
was John Gilbert. Gilbert led 
his wife to the stairwell, then 
urned from the flames. They 
ran to a window and stood 
.here quietly for a while. 
Then, in view of the gathered 
throng, Gilbert embraced his 
wife. 
They 
wrapped their 


arms about each other and 
jumped to their death on the 
sidewalk below. It wai» surely 
us most dramatic exit. 


There were other kinds 


of bravery, too. Fireman 
Herman Strauss climbed to 
the roof of a nearby build: 
ing with a long ladder which 
he laid across the alley. 
Then, with the ladder sway- 
ing and sagging, the brave 
man began a series of ex- 
ploits which made him a 
hero until the day he died, 
years later. 


He crawled across the 


sagging ladder, 'back and 
forth 24 times, and 12 times 
he carried or dragged—and 
rescued—some person from 
the flames.

Grim and ugly humor was

his inventions which he had

Statutes of limitations set up 
the times alter which yo» 
may not start a lawsuit.

Under Wisconsin law yen 


cannot normally sue for pos- 
sfssion of real property after 
thirty years. Ordinarily you 
cannot sue on a written eon- 
tract after six years have 
elapsed. In personal Injury 
cases, such as an automobile 
accident, yoa cannot bring a 
suit after three years have 
gone by. 


The time does not run while 


the debtor or "defendant" is 
out of the state trying to 
evade action. Nor, as a rule, 
does the time run if a plaintiff 
(the one who brings the ac 
tion) is a minor, or is insane, 
or is in prison, when the right 
to sue first begins. 


The same holds in criminal 


actions, for witnesses in crim- 
inal cases, like those in a civil 
suit, also die, forget, change
